In accordance with the provisions of law, I have the 
honor to submit herewith, an account of my official acts 
covering the fiscal years from December 1st, 1920, to 
November 30th, 1922, which account embraces several 
schedules showing in detail the departmental transactions, 
together with some suggestions as to needed legislation af- 
fecting the several functions of State administration en- 
trusted to this department. 

Being ex-officio Secretary of the State Board of Ex- 
aminers, the State Board of Loan Commissioners and the 
State Board of Canvassers, I include brief reports of the 
official activities of these boards.

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REPORT 


The records show a decided increase in fees and 
licenses. The two year period yielded a revenue of $1,522,- 
456.55 as against $977,453.35 for the preceding two years. 
This marked increase in revenue is due principally to in- 
creased rate in Motor Vehicle License, and to the fact that 
inspectors cover the State collecting and enforcing regis- 
tration of motor vehicles. 


THE MOTOR VEHICLE LAW 

The legislature of 1921 passed certain motor vehicle 
laws, which were intended to provide increased revenue to 
meet the demand of the required sinking fund and interest 
on Road Bonds, also to provide more accurate and detailed 
registration as a protection to the public against automo- 
bile thieves. The first purpose has been fulfilled, the sec- 
ond improved to a great extent. However, my experience 
for the past two years in connection with the operation of 
this law has prompted me and it is my pleasure to suggest 
the following changes, which in my opinion will render 
better and more satisfactory service to the public. 

Section 3974 provides that a license once issued can- 
not be transferred from one owner to another or from one 
vehicle to another. That upon the transfer of ownership 
of a vehicle its registration expires. This provision should 
be amended so that when a change of ownership occurs 
the number plates must not be sold or transferred there- 
with, but must be returned by the purchaser to the Sec- 
retary of State for cancellation and such purchaser be en- 
titled to a re-registration of a new vehicle, for the sum 
of $1.00. This would serve to keep the record of owner- 
ship straight, it would recompense the office for the ex- 
pense incurred in the transaction and would obviate the 
present necessity of paying two full registration fees in 
one year. 

The law should eliminate the fee of $2.00 for filing 
Bill of Sale and Affidavit of Ownership, also the inspec-

tion fee of 50c. However, it is my opinion that the in- 
spection of cars should be continued, and that the inspec- 
tors be appointed and paid directly from the Motor Vehicle 
Department, That certain inspectors at large be appointed 
by the Secretary of State and be provided with police 
powers. 

The amount of the license should be reduced to a 
nominal fee and a reasonable tax on Gasoline collected. 

The fee on trailers should remain the same as at 
present, providing exemption for the small two wheel 
trailer used for carrying personal effects on pleasure trips. 

The term “Chauffeur” should be more clearly defined. 

Visitors entering this State, should be required to re- 
port to the Secretary of State within a reasonable length 
of time, and secure a permit to operate their cars within the 
State. 

All trucks should be equipped with adequate rear view 
mirrors. 

That part of Section 3978, which provides for auto- 
matic signalling devices on enclosed cars should be re- 
pealed, and provide that all cars be so equipped that the 
hand and arm signal can be given at all times. 

That part of Section 3974, pertaining to the size and 
color of license plates, should be amended, leaving such 
specification to the discretion of the Secretary of State. 

The Secretary of State should be provided with neces- 
sary power to revoke or suspend licenses for careless driv- 
ing. A penalty should be provided for violations of the 
Motor Vehicle Law. 

GASOLINE TAX 

The question of a gasoline tax should be given a great 
deal of consideration. Many people believe that the auto- 
mobile license fees, as they now stand, are entirely too 
high. But when the matter has been gone into carefully 
it will be found that in order to provide sufficient money 
to meet the required sinking fund, and interest on Road 
Bonds, it will be necessary to collect approximately the 
same amount or more for the coming years as was col- 
lected for the year 1922. However, I believe that the fees 
can be more evenly assessed by placing a nominal registra- 
tion fee on all cars, together with a reasonable gasoline 
tax. 
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At the present time there are seventeen states in the 
Union that have a gasoline tax. Many more states con- 
template imposing a gas tax at the 1923 legislatures. It 
has been found a good and equitable way to raise funds 
and distribute more equally the burden of taxation on the 
motor vehicle owners. In some parts of this State, autos 
can be used only for five or six months during the year, 
while in our cities and along the State highways they can 
be used the entire year. With a gasoline tax a car owner 
would pay in proportion to his use of the highway.. The 
tourist would also contribute to our revenue. 

In drafting a gas tax bill, I would recommend that it 
include all motor fuels, also provide for an inspector of 
same, and that a certain standard be required. 

At a recent convention of Secretaries of State, held 
at Frankfort, Kentucky, the gas tax question was general- 
ly discussed. The convention was unanimous in its con- 
viction that the gas tax could be collected with a minimum 
of cost and a maximum equality. 

I am of the opinion that the revenue received from a 
gas tax should reduce the Motor Vehicle License Tax. In 
other words the whole burden of building and maintaining 
the roads, in addition to paying the regular personal prop- 
erty tax, should not be required of the motor vehicle own- 
ers, for the reason that everyone benefits by our good 
roads whether or not they own an automobile. 

THE CORPORATION LAW 

I recommend that Section 2511, Compiled Laws of 
Utah, 1917, be so amended to provide that foreign corpo- 
rations may pay filing fee and annual license tax on that 
portion only of the capital stock employed in the State of 
Utah. The companies should be required to file in this 
office a statement showing the total amount of the capital 
stock of the corporation, and the actual amount employed 
within the State. This statement should be filed at the 
time the articles are filed and each year at the time the' 
annual license tax is paid. A number of court decisions 
have been rendered to the effect that a tax on the entire 
capital stock of such foreign corporations is not valid and 
that it is inequitable to collect the annual tax on the en- 
tire capital. 

Numerous organizations known as Common Law Com- 
panies or Corporations are doing business in the State 
and enjoy many of the benefits of a corporation, yet it is 
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a difficult matter to control them. They do not contrib- 
ute any revenue to the State in the way of filing fees or 
license taxes. I suggest that a law be enacted to govern 
such companies. 

Many inquiries are made at this office as to the 
standing of certain corporations, the names of the officers, 
etc. In many cases these companies have been dissolved 
by an order of the court, or otherwise, but our records do 
not show it. I suggest that Section 1271, Compiled Laws 
of Utah, 1917, be amended so that, at the time of payment 
of the annual license tax, all corporations be required to 
submit a list to the Secretary of State of their respective 
officers and the present address of the company, to which 
notice of the Annual Tax can be sent. An addition should 
also be made to Section 7423, Compiled Laws of Utah, 
1917, requiring the Clerks of District Courts to file in this 
office certified copies of all decrees of dissolution of cor- 
porations, so that same can be filed with the original 
articles. 

Section 882, Compiled Laws of Utah, 1917, as amend- 
ed by Session Laws of 1921, should be amended by insert- 
ing after the word “by-laws; ” line 5, the following : “when 
not otherwise specified in the agreement or by-laws,” this 
clause having been omitted in the 1921 amendment. 

Section 945, Compiled Laws of Utah, 1917, as amend- 
ed by Chapter 17, Laws of Utah, 1919, should be repealed, 
as same cannot be fully complied with by all foreign cor- 
porations. 

Each year about 700 domestic corporations are ad- 
vertised as delinquent in the payment of the Annual Tax, 
at a cost of about $4.00 each. A great many of the in- 
corporators of these companies permit the Charters to be 
revoked by the governor for failure to pay this tax, as a 
means of dissolving the corporation without going to the 
expense of court proceedings. I am of the opinion that 
the law should be so amended to give the Secretary of 
State direct authority to seize any property that these de- 
funct corporations may have and sell sufficient of same 
to cover the amount of tax, penalty, costs, etc. Corpora- 
tions whose charters have been revoked should not be per- 
mitted to continue to do business under the corporate 
name.

W. J. Murphy, amount $466.12, account 
of injury to his nine year old son, William, who was run 
over by a State road truck in October, 1920, at Thistle, 
Utah.

John Holt, for $1,400.00, covering dam- 
age by flood to bridge being constructed by him at Spanish 
Fork under contract with the State Road Commission, 
1920.

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CAPITOL MAINTENANCE 

During the past two years repairs and improvements 
have been made to the lighting of the grounds surround- 
ing the Capitol. There has also been installed, by the 
engineer, additional lights on the exterior and dome of the 
building. During the summer months the building and 
grounds have been lighted until midnight, which has been 
the source of much favorable comment from residents of 
the State and the many tourists who visit here. 

The lawn to the east of the building has been en- 
larged and the barren hillside made into a garden of lawn 
and flowers. 

The exhibits on the first floor, portraying some of 
the resources of the State, have been enlarged and re- 
newed and many others are being placed, making a most 
creditable showing. 

The heating plant has been changed from high pres- 
sure to low, making a saving in the fuel consumption. 

The interior of the building has never been cleaned 
throughout, since its erection, eight years ago. As a con- 
sequence the walls are badly soiled and should be thor- 
oughly cleaned.

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Report 


The Legislature of 1921 authorized the issuance and 
sale of State road bonds to the amount of $1,000,000.00 
and General Fund deficit bonds in the amount of $500,- 
000.00, said bonds to bear interest at a rate to be fixed by 
Board of Loan Commissioners not exceeding five and one- 
half per cent per annum; interest payable semi-annually 
on the first day of January and July of each year; said 
bonds to run not longer than twenty years, and providing for 
a redemption fund of $62,500.00 per annum for the road 
bonds, and $31,250.00 per annum for general fund bonds, 
beginning in 1925, said amounts to be held and placed by 
the Treasurer in a fund to be known as the redemption 
fund for the redemption of said bonds. Interest and re- 
demption fund for road bonds to be paid from the motor 
vehicle registration fund as provided by Section 3973, Com- 
piled Laws of Utah, 1917, and interest and redemption fund 
for general fund deficit bonds to be paid from the general 
fund of the State. 

The Board of Loan Commissioners were charged with 
the issuing and sale of negotiable coupon bonds of the State 
and covering proceeds into the State treasury to be appro- 
priated and used exclusively for the construction, mainten- 
ance and repair of permanent State roads, building bridges 
and paying deficits incurred by the State during the 1919- 
1920 biennium. The bonds issued were of a denomination 
of $1,000.00 each, dated April 1, 1921, due and payable on 
the first day of April, A. D. 1941, without option of prior 
payment, with interest thereon at the rate of five and one- 
half per cent per annum from their date until paid, payable 
semi-annually on the first day of January and July in each 
year, and the coupons representing the interest thereon 
were attached to said bonds; both principal and interest 
to be payable at the First National Bank in New York City. 

The joint bid of Palmer Bond and Mortgage Company, 
William R. Compton Company, National City Company and 
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E. H. Rollins & Sons being the highest and best bids re- 
ceived for the purchase of said bonds, their bid was ac- 
cepted and the bonds were sold to them for the sum of 
$1,500,000.00 and accrued interest from date of bonds to 
date of delivery, and a premium of $15,750.00, or $101.05 
per hundred.

Two-thirds of this expense was charged against motor 
vehicle registration fund and one-third against the gen- 
eral fund. 


FLOATING INDEBTEDNESS 

The floating debt November 30th, 1920, was $1,000,- 
000.00. Of this amount notes aggregating $300,000.00 due 
December 1st, 1920, were paid on that date, and the re- 
maining $700,000.00 in notes were paid December 31st, 
1920. However, on December 31st, 1920, a loan of $400,- 
000.00 was made and this amount was carried over to the 
present administration. 

During the past biennium the Board has made loans 
for the General Fund as same have become necessary and 
the loans have been paid promptly as the revenues have 
permitted. At this date, there is outstanding for the use 
of the General Fund, notes of the State aggregating $645,- 
000,00, of which $100,000.00 will be paid within the next 
ten days, and $500,000.00 is due and will be paid December 
31st, 1922. The $45,000.00 which will be outstanding on 
the first of next year represents a loan from the Mormon 
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Battalion Monument Commission, due and payable on or 
before April 1st, 1923.
